1971-72. One-third of his 
sample said they wished 
persons would not judge 
each other on income and 
class.

He said his study, now 
being edited into a book 
called “ Social Standing in 
America,” may explain 
public reaction to some 
issues.

a museum dedicated to 
airship history. 
And retired Adm. Charles 
E. Rosendahl is still coming 
on strong with his other idea, 
the rejuvenation of airships 
in modem aviation. 
Rosendahl is awaiting 
Congressional approval for 
the use of 13 acres on the 
naval base. He says the 
museum will be the first of 
its kind in the country. 
The admiral is in his 80s 
His voice is still steady and 
strong, the way it was when 
he gave a stream of orders 
for rescue when the Hin- 


denburg exploded while 
preparing to moor on May 6, 
1937. 
Rosendahl’s involvement 
in navy lighter-than-air 
dates to the early 1920s. He 
was a survivor of the crash 
of 
the 
navy 
airship 
Shenandoah in Ohio in 1922. 
The 
New 
Jersey 
Congressional delegation is 
pushing for the museum 
plan, and a bill looking to 
approval for the use of the 
base has been introduced, he 
says, adding: “The whole 
New Jersey delegation is 
supporting it and they don’t 
anticipate objections.’’ 
Rosendahl has established 
an Airship Association to 
raise funds for the museum, 
but he says it will be “a 
matter of several months’’ 
before Congress approves 
the project. 
The admiral says about
